1 . Claims 1 , 4-7, and 10-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: Aung (U.S. 5,791 ,348) teaches the closest prior art, but fails 
to teach the invention as substantially claimed, including the combination of all 
limitations set forth in the claim, and further wherein the ideal data represents an 
association between an elapsed time from the beginning of use of the device and the 
quantification target that is considered to be ideal at that time .
